‘Men cav move from 
city to city, changing their names as 
they would their coats. They can reg- 
ister as they plense at any hotel, with 
no questions asked. It is a pleasant, 
easy-going custom, but it putes an tn- 
superable barrier In the way of the 

olice in the detection of erlme. The 


time has come when we must abandon ~ 


the right to anonymity, as enlightened 
European countries have done. 

Every resigent of our country should: 
have an. identification card, a small 
pnasport with photograph attached, 
Change of permanent residence should 
be reported.to the police. The card 
should be shown, ff necessary, upon 


‘pegistration at any hotel, or on any 
‘other’ occasion when demanded by the 


police, The penalties tor forging @ 


card or disregarding regulations con 
cerning. it should-be heavy. 

1 realize that the inconvenience of 
the ecard identification system would 


of- be burdensome, But_it_would be con- 


siderably less burdensome than the 
breakdown of our system for ‘appre- 
hending criminals. .The cards would 
not be a cure-all, but they would bea 
great help. No honest man conld ob- 
ject*toa ‘plan which would matertally 
aid-tn rounding up criminals. 

Just as the depression has finally 


opened our eyes to the magnitude of }~ 


our crime problem, so has it brought 
home to us the very extrayagant ae- . 
tivities of unwise politicians during 
our prosperity orgy. While the citi- 
zens have neglected their public :du- 
ties, the politicians have truietly bot 
enormously increased the cost of gov- 
ernment, locally aud. nationally. Ex- 
penditures of the national gov ernment. | 
in 1918 were approximately $700.000,-~ 
000, exclusively of interest payments 
on the public debt. In 1931 they had. 
increased to approximate}y $2,000,000,- 
000, exclusive of interest payments on 
the public debt and expenses incident 
to the World war. The cost of. ad- 
ministration of: iocal ‘governments 
throughout the country increased from 
$1,844,000,000 in 1913 to $7,126,000,000 
in 1929, The budget of one Of our 
cities. New York, for 1932, is greater 
than the expenditures of the entire 
national government for. 1908. Same 
of these increases, unquestionably,- 
have been necessary for expansion and 
for coping with the more complex 
problems of today. But an alarming 
portion of them have been with an eve 
to jobs for the politicians'. friends. 


Unnecessary: offices, boards, commis- 
sions, have been profligately multi- 
plied. ‘ see 

And now, when our national rev- 
enues shrink, there is ‘little done 
toward applying the logical remedy of. 
‘reducing expenses, _ Instead; legisia- 


tors resort to the vicious policy of: in- 
creasing taxes, both direct and indi- 
rect, Thus the citizen ‘finds himself 
burdened with the staggering load. 
But can he, with clear conscience. 
complain? He cannot. He elected 
these legislators, he saw them, pile‘ up 
Javish appropriations, and he elected 
them again. During the hoom days 
the citizen was too busy. in specula- 
tion himself ta worry’ about the na- 
tional debt or the local debt. 


So with municipal affairs, During 
prosperity the ~eltizens . cheerfully 


Jooked on while the politicians multi- 
plied unnecessary offices, gave ex- 
travagant contracts to their friends 
for public improvements, passed laws 
favoring special interests, and loaded 
the public with invisible tuxes ip the 
form .of graft. “Now many of our 
great cities are threatened with in- 
solvency. Their depreciating securi- 
Lakes impert the eoreny of ,banks

In the situation that now confrents 
him, the citizen is groping: What can 
he do now? : What practical) action can 
he take?

corrupt. 


There {[s a great deal more -to polit- 
ical duty than going to the polls to 
vote.

Year after year, under universal 
suffrage, there has grown a wider df- 
vergence between theory and practice 
in our politicn! economy.

KILLED IN .A JUMP; 
TUTOR LANDS SHIP 


Plane -Tailspins 3,000. Feet; 
Student Leaps but Fails 
to Open Parachute, 


Chicago.—High in the. air over Cle- 
ero a pilot Instructor fought a terror- 
stricken student of flying for control 
of a spinning airplane. The struggle 
ended when the student plunged from 
the swirling: ship anc fell 1,000. feet 
to his death. ; 

With the student gone.the pilot was 
able to take the controls, right the 
plane when it was only 250 feet up, 
_and bring hinself safely to’ a landing. 
The man. killed was Harold Burke, 
twenty-one years old. The Instructor 
who escaped is Victor Lindemann, 
twenty-three years old. 

Goes Up for New License. 

. Burke, who already held a private 
pilot’s Mcense, was taken into the alr 
by Lindemann for the preparatory 
flight that would make him eligible 
for .a limited commercial opllot’s di: 
ploma. To get this coveted sifp of 
paper it wag necessary that he be uble 
to put a plane-tnto a tail spin and 
bring it out. 

_It was this part of the course that 
Lindemann was to take him through 
So, with Burke slitting in the: pllot’s 
seat, and the instructor behind him ip 
the passenger's seat, they went aloft 

Burke flew for about-20 minutes. 
gaining altitude and following tls in 
structions perfectly. At a height o! 
4,000 feet he tried the unfamiliar tall 
spin. What happened. after that was 
told by Pilot Lindemann tater to the 
Cicero police station.

“He: looked around and | pointed 
down to the ground to Indicate to him 
that we were going to crash unless 
something like a miracle happened.
